he made a very bad job of it—either 
that or, considerably in advance of his time, 
he differentiated hetween the poisonous and 
innocuous, and merely 
the former. » The rept les are well represented 
by the common lizard, the frog, the newt and 
the natterjack toad. Strictly speaking, the 
three last-named belong to the class amphi- 
pia, but the term reptile is sufficiently 
silastic to include them in this article with- 
out drawing down. the wrath of the grientist. 
All the foregoing are perf y harmless, even 
pencficial, and, by their ifsectivorous habits, 
confer many @ boon upon man, seldom 
acknowledged, to judge from the numbers of 
slaughtered frogs, etc., one sees, that have 
been “ hunted from marshy joys.” Mrs. Leo 
Hunter's poetry may not have been of a very 
high order, but there was truth in it. 

THE COMMON LIZARD. 

The common or viviparous lizard is far 
more frequent in Ireland than is usually 
thought. Owing to its diminutive size, sober 
colouring, and rapid movements, it is seldom 
observed, and many a lizard colony flourishes 
unsuspected and in peace on walls and ston 
places hard by the road or footpath. It 
also found on banks and heathery places, 
snd, like most reptiles, is quite at home in 
the water. The colour varies considerably 
from brown to black, and I have known 
several shades in one small colony that 
frequented a heap of old stones in a meadow 
overlooking Queenstown Harbour. 

In ecmmon with some other varieties of 
lizards, these tiny creatures are very apt to 
shed their tails when frightened or captured. 
The stump rapidly heals, and a new tail 
soon makes its appearance. If the wound is 
notched in the centre two tails will often be 
rown, a decoration that, if not actually a 
source of pride, seems to cause little or no 
inconvenience. As inmates of a vivarium, 
they are most desirable, and soon hecome 
tame, eagerly bolting small flies and insects. 
Wherever a suitable pond or lake occurs there 
«ill the newt be found. Despite the assur- 
ance of a large and popular natural history, 
the newt is far from uncommon in our 
country, and I am aware of several ds in 
the neighbourhood of Dublin that in the right 
season can always be depended upon to pro- 
vide a few specimens. Its smooth, lizard-like 
orm swimming in the clear water is an in- 
resting spectacle, and on calm evenings 
newts may be seen rising at the flies like 
trout. They are easily kept in captivity, 
provided a darup place ie given to them to 
retire tu, and some water in which to swim. 

During the winter newts hibernate and 
spend the cold months in dry chinks and cran- 
nies until spring. Unlike the toad or frog, 
the newt sheds its skin almost in one piece, 
and the freshly-cast skin may be seen floating 
wierdly in the water like some transparent 
Amphibian ghost. When first caught or 
hurt the newt utters a faint s ueak—so faint, 
indeed, that it is only within recent years 
that the newt has been credited with a voice. 
The food consists of larve, small insects and 
worms, and two newts devouring a worm is 
not a nice si,ht. The common frog is far 
too well known to n. d apy description, and 
may be dismissed with a plea for mercy 
whenever found. 

THE NATTERJACK TOAD. 

The Natterjack toad is easily our “‘star”’ 
exhibit. It is very local in Ireland, confined 
fo both sides of Dingle Bay, where it is 
called the “black frog” by the peasantry. 
Unlike most toads, the Natterjack moves in 
a series of short runs when startled. It is 
easily recognised by the yellow line running 
down its back from Lead to tail; the genera! 
colour is green. It is a handsome creature, 
and survives well in captivity, where it is 
capable not onjv of ing tame, but 
developing an affection for its owner, if so 
chilly @ creature's likings may be thus 
termed. We have no reason to be ashamed 
of our reptiles and: amphibia; they are useful, 
harmless ard beautiful in their several ways, 
and anyone destroying them is guilty of a 
brutal and wanton act.

TOMATO DISHES. 

Tomatoes filled with a variety of stuffings 
are always appreciated. To make the cases, 
first remove the tomato skins and ther cut 
a thin slice off the top of each. With the 
end of a teaspoon scoop out as much of the 
sulp as possible witnout breaking through 
the tomato, sprinkle each case with salt and 
epper, and stand upside down to drain. It 
is easier to use a spoon than a kmife for 
removing the pulp, also there is much less 
likelihood of spoiling the shape of the cases. 

A good meat stuffing can be made as 
follows:—Prepare six tomato cases from 
medium-sized tomatoes, season and leave to 
drain.

Dust once more with breadcrumbs, and fry 
for ten minutes in a frying-pan with lard or 
butter to cover. Dish up and garnish with 
macaroni and pour a little good gravy round. 

To prepare the macaroni take about two 
ounces, break it into small pieces, and boil 
in salted water for twenty minutes. Drain. 
and put into a saucepan with a large table- 
spoonful of grated Parmesan and about quar- 
ter of a pint of unsweetened tinned milk.

| Ghe Cornet. 


Visitors to the Dublin M-:-eum may see 
an object of great interest in the keyed 
bugle that was the first parent of the 
silver-toned cornet now so popular with 
bandmasters. What makes it so interest- 
ing to Irish people is the fact that it was 
invented by a bandmaster of the Cavan 
Militia about the year 1810. Up to that 
time the only brass instruments in a band 
were the French horn, the slide trombone. 
the. chromatic slide trumpet and the brass 
horn. Among these there was no satis- 
factory solo instrument. 

It was Halliday, the Cavan bandmaster. 
who first thought of adding keys to the 
bugle; and, when five keys were added, 
‘they gave twenty-five tones The new in- 
vention was made by one Matthew Pace, 
of Henry street, who bought the rights 
from the inventor for fifty pounds. 

This instrument became exceedingly 
popular, and further improvements were 
made, until it was, next to the clarionet, 
the most popular solo instrument in any 
band. The cornet is a direct descendant 
of Halliday’s keyed bugle.

' T a Fianna Fail meeting in Athlone last 
A night, Mr. James Geoghegan, K.C.., 
” T.D., said that the clear exposure of 
extravagance and waste and wrongful pay. 
ment of five millions a year to England had 
brought into the ranks of¢ Fianna Fail tens of 
thousands who in 1927 had voted Cumann na 
nGaedheal. It had even led many enlightened 
I nionists to proclaim their belief in the 
economic and financial policy of Fianna Fail. 
Fianna Fail was anxious to unite all sections 
and to forget old quarrels. There was no use 
keeing up the bitterness of the past. If anv 
gool was to be done for the country the 
combined effort of all would be required, 

He appealed to former adherents of Cumann 
na nGaedheal not to be blinded by false 
lovalty to a party that had decayed, and 
which had proved itself unfit to govern by ‘ts 
persistent waste and extravagance, but instead 
to be guided by a true loyalty to their own 
interests and to their country.

DDRESSING a Labour Party meeting 
A at Timahoe (Leix) to-day, Mr. W. 
Davin, T.D., said that he was amazed 
that Mr. Lemass should again think fit to 
repeat the base concerning ‘‘ negotia- 
tions’ about a Cumann na nGaedheal-Labour 
combenation after the next general election. 
It was only two months since Mr. Lemass 
himself stated that the Labour Party would 

be wiped out at the next genera! election, 
Previous to the discussion of the historic 
“no confidence ’’ motion in the Dail in 1927 
the Labour Party decided that none of its 
members would be allowed to accept any 
offices in any Ministry unless it included a 
majority of members of the Labour Party. 
That was, and would continue to be. the 
policy of the Labour Party. Personally he 
(Mr. Davin) would undertake to resign 
membership of the Labour Party before a 
would agree to any of its members taking a 
minority of seats in a Ministry, and thereby 
Wa responsibility for decisions which 
would be bound to be in conflict with the 

declared policy of the party. 


BALANCE OF POWER. 

Any Labour Party holding the balance of 
sed without, positions in a Ministry wouid 
e in a much stronger position to enforce the 
adoption of its own policy than a partv 
which accepted a minority of positions in a 
Ministry and without sufficient power to put 
its own policy into operation. 

[he members of the Labour Party never 
voted for the election or rejection of President 
Cosgrave. They could not vote for the elec- 
tion of any President or Ministers whose 
policy aimed at the reducing of the standard 
of living of the workers and producers and 
the purchasing power of the people. They 
could not vote for a Ministry who: were 
responsible for cutting old age pensions, so 
that the money saved thereby could be set 
aside for the reduction of the income tax and 
super tax of the rich. They could not vote 
for a Ministry which paid out £216,000 in 
gratuities to Army officers without the 
authority of the Dail, and which gave life 
pensions to the same officers, and, in addition, 
gave them preference in employment in 
governmental work. No section of the citizens 
was entitled to receive such preferential 
treatment at the expense of the taxpayers. 


' SALE GF LIQUOR. 

The Labour Party could not agree to vote 
for a Ministry in passing legislation which 
ba the licensed traders, hotel-owners and 
igh-class elubs of Dublin, Cork, Limerick 
and Waterford in a privileged position in con- 
nection with the sale of intoxicating liquor. 
They could not agree with ‘either Fianna 
rail or Cumann na nGaedheal in imposing a 
tariff of 4d. per pound on butter without 
setting up such legislative machinery as 
would help to _ protect the consumers 
from the “ profiteering’’ butter merchants. 
They could not agree with Fianna Fail or 
Cumann na nGaedheal in imposing tariffs for 
industrial purposes unless the workers en- 
gaged in such tariffed industries were guaran- 
teed fair wages and conditions of employ- 
ment. 

They would not vote for any Fianna Fail 
policy which set out to repudiate agreements 
which were entered into by the recognised 
international methods and procedure. 

They would not vote for the policy of any 
Fianna Fail Party which endeavoured to 
remove the boundary by sending in an army 
to invade the Six Counties and settle the 
question by the power of bullets, bombs and 
bayonets.

_Mr. W. B. Kelly, President of the Associa- 
tion, who presided at the dinner, which was 
held in the Carlton, in proposing the toast of 
the “City and Trade of Belfast,” said that 
the trade of the city was something that was 
very near and dear to them all, whether they 
were citizens of Belfast by birth or adoption. 
Like many other parts of the world, they 
were passing through a period of trade de- 
pression. In Belfast they had the will to 
work, and he believed they had the optimism 
to look forward to better times, whether they 
were employers or employed, Their associa- 
tion, which had a membership of 340 in many 
branches of the engineering industry, was wait- 
ing .to embrace every opportunity to extend 
trade, and the same applied to every industry 
in Belfast. 
Mr. H. L. McCready, M.A., responding, 
said that the welfare of their city was verv 
dear to them, and, although sometimes a few 
people thought things could be better done 
in Belfast, they were proud of their city and 
its ee TW This country was spending be- 
yonds its means. The first thing that 
mad to be done was to get to know 
that fact, and remove this impediment.

Mr. McAteer, of Dublin, during dinner 
had been telling him some things in which 
he (Mr. McCready) was much interested. 
He had been telling him about the Shannon 
scheme, and the millions of pounds that had 
been spent upon that wonderful electric 
lighting scheme, and the wonderful electric 
light it gave them. It was very gratifying 
to know that in Northern Ireland they were 
going to have electricity. Although there 
was a certain amount of criticism of the 
exact methods to be pursued, he thought 
the Government was absolutely right in 
giving everyone the advantage of having 
electricity at his factory and in his home. 

He expressed the view that, in a short 
time, instead of turf fires and rush candles, 
farmers throughout the country would have 
electric fires and electric lighting.

* at the orchestral concert which was 
conducted in Belfast on Saturday by ‘ir 
Henry Wood. The concert was held in the 
Wellington Hall, which was crowded with an 
appreciative audience, and when the Governor 
and his party arrived they were cordia!ly 
applauded. ‘The orchestra numbered about 
eighty professional performers, and the play- 
ing was of a high standard. 

The programme was opened with Bach's 
Brandenburg’s Concerto No. ó in G for 
strings, and in this noble composition Sir 
Henry Wood got some of his finest effects. 
All the delicacies of light and shade in the 
line and curve of the music were observed 
with a fine perception for the beautiful, the 
graceful structure of the work being pre- 
sented with masterly skill. There was per- 
fect balance in the parts. and the rich tone of 
the ‘cellos, with the deeper notes of the 
double basses, had just the right weight to 
give the necessary dignity to the harmonies. 
The two soft, slow chords leading into the 
second allegro formed a siriking contrast to 
the swiftly-flowing music of the finale, which 
simply sparkled with radiance. It was a 
notable performance, and Sir Henry had to 
bow his acknowledgments repeatedly in 
answer to the applause. ! 

Elgar’s Variations on an original theme 
(“The Enigma’’) gave the orchestra an 
opportunity of displaying their efficiency -r 
the interpretation of various moods of the 
music. There are fourteen variations in this 
work, each said to represent some Jittle trait 
in the personality of a number of Elgar's 
friends, but the ‘‘enigma”’ is a mystery, and 
one must imagine for himself what it is. It 
includes peaceful strains, temperamental! 
periods, subdued passages contrasting with 
the blaring of the trombones and the shriek- 
ing of ithe strings, some vivid> in colour, 
others dey in hue, or softly tinted, and all 
forming a delightful gallery of tone pictures. 
Sir Henrv’s treatment of them could hardiy 
be excelled in artistic ideal, and at the coi- 
clusion he got an ovation, in which the 
orchestra shared. 

The overture to ‘‘ Tannhauser ” 
was, perhaps, the most popular with the 
audience. The Pilgrims’ Chorus, with the 
lovely tonal colour, and solemn impressive- 
ness. the Song to Venus, and the Bacchante 
motive, with their varying textures, were 
played with musicianly insight, and the great 
climax with fortissimo in the brass, with 
brilliant figures heard from the violins, pro- 
vided a really thrilling finale, which raised 
the andience to enthusiasm. Another ovation 
followed for Sir Henry and his gifted hand. 

The other orchestral numbers included 
Handel’s Sinfonia to Part III. of “' Solomon,’ 
the Tone Poem, “Don Juan” (Richard 
Strauss), and a Roumanian Rhapsody, No. 2 
in D. Op. 11, by Enesco, all of which re- 
ceived adequate treatment. : ; 

A group of three songs from Elgar’s “ Sea 
Pictures.” for contralto and orchestra, was 
sung by Miss Norah Dahl]. She has a rich- 
toned voice, and in ‘‘ Sabbath Morning at 
Sea ” and “ Where Corals Lie,” she realised 
the moods of the music, but her voice was 
not powerful enough for “ The Swimmer,” a 
dramatic number. in which she was over- 
shadowed by the instrumental accompaniment. 
Another group of songs with pianoforte was 
artistically sung. The accompaniments were 
played by Mr. Cliften Helliwell.

Mr. O’Dell, Barrister-at-Law (instructed 
by Mr. J. J. Macken) appeared for plain- 
tiffs, and Mr. Walter Callan, Barrister-at- 
Law (instructed by Messrs. Hoey and 
Denning) for defendant. <A jury was sworn 
to try the case. 

Mr. O'Dell said that the accident occurred 
at Mearescourt Cross-roads, which was a 
popular meeting place for the Westmeath 
Hounds. The accident occurred in the 
middle of the day Mrs. Fetherstonhaugh 
was driving a Clyno motor car, and had 
with her Mrs. Clibborn, of Moate.

Father and Sons Charged.

CARRICK-ON-SHANNON, Saturday. 
AST night District Justice Rice presided 
“é at a Special Court held in the District 
Hospital to investigate a charge of 
serious assault preferred by the State against 
John Keegan and his three sons—John 
Joseph, Thomas and Francis Keegan, Bally- 
kiltyfea, Cloone, Co. Leitrim—on John Fitz- 
patrick, Ballykiltyfea, last Wednesday night.

Dr. P. McDermott, house surgeon, de- 
scr-bed the wounds, and said that the man's 
life was not yet out of danger. 

The defendants and the District Justice 
were then motored to Drimina, Cloone, to the 
residence of William McKeon, a farmer, who 
was, as alleged, also assaulted by the de- 
fendants and lay in bed suffering from a 
wound in the head three inches long. 

The Justice heard McKeon’s evidence. He 
described the assault by fo-r or five men, who 
were armed with forks and graipes. . He 
identified Tom, Francis and old John Keegan. 
The assault on him and Fitzpatrick occurred 
as they were crossing the fields after coming 
from Cloone village. He got several blows 
and held two of the forks with which his 
assailants attacked him. He had a second 
wound in his head, in which there were two 
stitches. He saw Fitzpatrick being knocked

The three young Keegans were remanded 
in custody to the next District Court at 
Mohill, and the father, John Keegan, was 
given the option of bail in £100 and one 
surety of £100.

False Pretence

ENNIS, Saturday. 


N the Ennis District Court, Joseph Francis 
Daly, a well-known merchant and, until 
recently, postmaster at Kilmihil, was 

charged with obtaining sums of money, 
totalling nearly £1,000, by false pretence 
that he was authorised to receive monies at 
Kilmihil for deposit in the Kildysart branch 
of the Munstet and Leinster Bank. 

Mrs. Bridget McMahon, Glenmore, said 
that about fourteen years ago she had £100 
in the Post Office Savings Bank at Kilmhil, 
but withdrew it on the advice of the accused 
man, who told her she could’ get a higher 
rate of interest by giving it to him ‘for lodg- 
ment in the Munster and Leinster Bank. 
She gave him the £100, with further moties 
at various times afterwards until the total 
lodged with him was While these 
transactions were going on, the accused .man 
paid her interest at the rate of 25 per cents, 
and whenever she lodged money he gave her 
a document in the form of a ee on the 
bank for the full amount then to her credit. 
The last ‘‘ cheque,”’ given her in June, 1929, 
was on the Kildysart branch of the bank, 
and read: ‘‘ Pay Mrs. Bridget McMahon and 
Miss Mary McMahon, Glenmore, Kilmihill, 
five hundred agd sixty pounds sterling.” 
This was signi “Joseph Francis Daly, 
P.O., Kilmihil.” 

Other depositions were made by Patrick 
Shaughnessy, Lack West, who claimed that 
there was still £165 to his credit in the hands 
of the accused man: Martin O'Keeffe, 
Kilmihil, £100. and Timothy Considine, 
Leitrim, £106. Each of these persons stated 
that the accwsed man represented himself as 
a2 agent of the Munster and Leinster Bank 
for the receipt of monies fcr lodgment in 
their Kildysart branch. 

Martin O'Keeffe said that defendant told 
him the directors of the bank were anxions 
to have a branch in Kilmihil, and had given 
him discretion as to the rate ot interest to be. 
naid on lodgments. ©’ Keeffe said that he got. 
3 per cent. on his monev and Timothy. 
Considine said that he got 4 per cent.

Samuel Pepys. 


An English publisher h:s discovered, 
at some cost, that time does not always 
extinguish copyright. In the Chancery 
Division last week Magdalene College, 
Cambridge, secured confirmation of its 
perpetual rights in the Diary which 
Samuel Pepys bequeathed to it more than 
two hundred years ago. Since he had 
countless reasons for the privacy, in his 
life-time, of this matchlessly candid 
record, Pepys wrote his Diary in a sort oí 
shorthand. Therein concealed, it lay for 
125 years until 1825, when the Réverend 
John Smith translated it and Lord 
Braybrooke’s edition gave parts of it to 
the world. Other editions have followed — 
notably Wheatley’s eight-volume edition 
of 18935-1899—but some passages which, 
as a secrecy within a secrecy, Pepys wrote 
in a jargon of French, . panish and Latin. 
remain unprinted. He was a voluminous

How the Senate at Washing- 
ton received this suggestion is unknown, 
but Mexico is divided on the subject. 
General Almazan urges that Lower 
California’s lack of communications 
lends force to Senator Ashurst’s conten- 
tion that the country is well-nigh useless 
to Mexico. On the other hand, a number 
of members of the Mexican Congress take 
the matter with notable levity. Nó sooner 
had the Senator’s motion been transmitted 
to Mexico City than a resolution was 
moved to the effect that President Ortiz 
Rubio should open negotiations to 
purchase five States from the United 
States. These comprise California, New 
Mexico, Texas, New Orleans—and Arizona, 
which is Senator Ashurst’s own con- 
stituency. The counter-proposal, as we 
are informed, has done much to allay the 
Mexican people s resentment.

DUBLIN STREET TRAFFIC. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE. IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—The citizens of Dublin owe a debt 
of gratitude to Mr. Martin Burke for his 
letter on the railings of Trinity College, im 
which he makes a stand against the sacrifice 
of the amenities of our city. The Council 
which represents the citizens of Greater 
Dublin will, I am sure, permit no feature of 
our beautiful city to be marred. The renewal 
of the metal-work of the Junction railway 
bridge over the Liffey is a question that will 
arise in ‘the next score of years, and it 
would be well to begin from now to consider 
how the line of railway may be taken under 
the river, in order to open again the view 
of the Custom House from upstream which 
it has obscured for the Jast sixty years. For 
combined grandeur of design and beauty of 
setting the Custom House cannot be excelled 
by any building this side of San Sophia. 
The removal of the railings of Trinity can 
have little effect on the traffic of Dublin. 
The problem is local and partial only. Parts 
of the city are congest and streets near 
them are empty. No bridge at present carries 
any traffic xcept O'Connell Bridge, which 
carries it all. The five bridges west of 
Grattan Bridge “re empty. ‘lhe whole traffic 
from north to south and versa 1s 
canalised into College Green and the narrow 
streets to the south of it, and the reason 3s 
not far to seek. The ridge of high ground 
which runs east from Kilmainham and ends 
with the Castle and the City Hall is so 
steep on both sides that all horse and motor 
trafic coming from Dolphin’s Barn, Rialto 
bridge, and the south-west side of the city 
generally prefers to avoid the hill up to 
the top of the ridge and the hill down to the 
river by going round through College Green. 
The remedy which suggests itself, in addt- 
tion to the widening of South Great Georges 
street, is that the gates into the Castle at 
Ship street and at Dame street should be taken 
away, and that traffic to and from the south-

west of the city should be allowed to pass 
from Little Ship street through the bottore 


of the Lower Castle Yard, along the low 
ground which is the line of the 
River, thence into Dame street and across the 


river either by Grattan Bridge or by the 
new bridge which must ultimately replace the 


Metal Bridge.

THE IRISH RAILWAYS.

Srr,—As a large shareholder of the Great 
Southern Railways Company, I disagree 
with the resolution passed at the shareholders’ 
meeting ‘‘calling on the Government to 
restrict by legislation the intensive, unregu- 
lated and unprofitable motor road competition 
in the carriage of passengers and goods now 
prevailing in the frish Free State.” If the 
competition be unprofitable, it will cease of 
itself; if it be a good thing, it should be 
intensive; its being unregulated means that 
ot free from legal interference, which 1s 
quite right if it be good for the public. The 
interests of the country at large should not 
be injured for my interest as a shareholder, 
but neither is it just that restrictions on the 
freedom of the management of the railway, 
which were justly imposed to serve the 
interest of the public when the railways were 
monopolies, should be continued when they 
are so no Jonger owing to motor traffic. 

In America the railroads adapted them. 
selves to the changed circumstances and are 
able to hold their own. In Jreland they have 
not a free hand. and are, no doubt, facing 
bankruptcy. It is, therefore, unjust for the 
State not to give them freedom to compete

RAPID RELIEF WORK 
,IN SERBIA. 
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KING HASTENS TO HELP 
HIS PEOPLE. 


From Revter’s Correspoxpent. 
BELGRADE, Sunday. 

King Alexander has left here for the 
south of Serbia to assist in relief work for 
the sufferers from the earthquake shocks 
that have occurred during the past forty- 
eight hours. He is accompanied by the 
Prime Minister, General Zivkovitch. 

The death roll is officially stated to have 
risen now to twenty-four, while there are 
seventy injured, but as telephonic com- 
munication with many places has not yet 
heen re-established it is believed that the 
total number of victims in Yugoslav terri- 
tory will be far in excess of these figures. 

The Army authorities, together with the 
Ban of the Vardar district (lower Serbia), 
are organising rapid relief measures. 

The terror-stricken population have left 
villages and towns and driven off their 
cattle and flocks with them, and are now 
encamped in the open country. Slight 
shocks have been felt throughout the day, 
and the people fear further heavy disturb- 
ances, which would cause the fall of many 
buildings already badly shaken. : 

FURTHER VIOLENT SHOCKS. 

Violent shocks occurred at 2.55 and 
5.20 a.m. to-day. The first shock lasted 
eight seconds and did great damage in the 
towns and villages of the south-east corner 
of the Vardar banorina (county). Not a 
single house was left standing in the 
village of Tirava, and still greater havoc 
is reported from Valandoy. 

Railway stations, bridges and lines were 
badly damaged at various points. 

BELGRADE (Later). 

Renewed earthquake shocks of great 
violence are reported to have occurred at 
1.40 a.m. to-day in Southern Serbia. in the 
districts of Skoplje, Doifan and Strum- 
nitza. ay 

All telephonic communication with these 
points has been interrupted, but it is 
believed that there hve been heavy 
casualties and considerable damage to 
property.

OBJECT OF THE 'YUGO-SLAV 
DICTATORSHIP. 
From RevTer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
i , BELGRADE, Sunday. 
Yugoslavia’s young Royal dictator, 


before leaving for the earthquake zone,, 


to-day discussed with Reuter’s Correspon- 
dent the situation in the triune kingdom. 
His Majesty seemed satisfied with develop- 
ments in Yugoslavia since the coup d’état 
of January, 1929, but he was indignant at 
the campaign of misrepresentation and 
vilification in which some foreign papers 
have indulged regarding his people s 
attitude towards the present régime and 
its attendant conditions. 

“To suggest,’’ said His Majesty, “ that 
Croats, Serbs and Slovenes are not whole- 
heartedly faithful to the King and Yugo- 


His Majesty said: 


The inhabitants in the stricken areas are 


cessive bitterness of party strife, and to 
restore order in the administration of the 
State. The problm of national union had 
to be definitely and finally seettled in the 
spirit of complete inter-tribal harmony 
and confidence. 

‘‘ By the Act of October 3, 1929, giving 
the kingdom the new official title and 
dividing the State administration into 
banovines (counties) this problem was 
solved and a new. era began in our 
national life. The three branches ,of our 
race were given the essebtial conditions 
necessary to develop as a powerful in- 
divisible Yugoslav nation. By this firm 
union the peace and freedom of our people 
Is guaranteed. 

As regards the attitude of the Yugo- 
slav kingdom to its neighbours, I can 
only repeat that Yugoslavia desires peace, 
and that her whole foreign policy is 
directed to the service of the cause of 
international friendship. As a Balkan 
people, and in accordance with our tradi- 
tional policy, we have a special need for 
peace to-day in the freed Balkan lands to 
allow of the consolidation of this new-won 
freedom and to permit of cultural pro- 
gress.

The 
Prince of Wales wore a thick overcoat 
over his evening dress, but Prince George 
was without a coat. 

Suarez and Loayza appeared amid more 
cheering, which was intensified when the 
President presented the boxers to thé 
Prince of Wales and Prince George, and 
the men received cordial handshakes. 

The subsequent fight was a swift, hard- 
hitting affair, and the Prince of Wales 
was evidently intensely pleased by the 
whole-hearted manner in which the boxers 
went for each other. The pace they set up 
was too hot to last long, and, following 
a bout of whirlwind . hitting, Suarez 
knocked. out his opponent in the third 
round. 

The Argentine crowd were naturally de- 
lighted, and their enthusiasm broke out 
afresh when the Prince of Wales con- 
gratulated their champion before com- 
mending the loser for his plucky effort. 

What was, perhaps, the most striking 
demonstration came at the close, when 
the Princes left after the boxers had gone. 
They were surrounded by the spectators. 
and were cheered all the way across the 
arena to the exit gates. 


AT DIVINE SERVICE. 

Every seat in St. Andrew's Scottish 
Church was filled this morning when the 
Prince of Wales and Prince George 
attended Divine Service, accompanied by 
the British Ambassador, Sir Ronald 
Macleay and Lady Macleay. 

While the organist played “ God Bless 
the Prince of Wales’’ the Royal party 
walked up the aisle, which was lined by 
Boy Scouts and Girl Guides, to their 
seats near the altar, behind which hung 
a big Argentine flag and the Union Jack. 

The Service, which was most impressive, 
was conducted by the minister, the Rev. 
Douglas Bruce, and was broadcast all over 
the Argentine, so that those British resi- 
dents who were not able to attend the 
Service were enabled to listen to it. 

The Princes joined in the singing of the 
National Anthem, at the close of which 
the party leit to the strains of ‘‘ Men of 
Harlech’’ from the organ. Both on 
entering and on leaving the church Their 
Royal Highnesses were the object of yet 
another big popular. demonstration. 


A BUSY AFTERNOON. 

The citizens of Buenos Ayres seemed 
determined not to lose any opportunity of 
showing their affection and regard for the 
Royal visitors. After attending the 
Service the Princes paid a short visit to 
the British Ex-Servicemen’s Club, where 
they met many war veterans. 

The most amazing of the popular 
welcomes which the Prince of Wales and 
Prince George have received during their 
stay in Buenos Ayres was given them this 
afternoon, first at a great race meeting 
held in their honour at the Hippodrome 
Argentino, and later at the Club de 
Gimnasia y Escrima, popularly known as 
‘The Bank Clerks’ Club,” where young 
people of Buenos Ayres with limited 
means are able to obtain sporting exercise 
of all kinds under ideal conditions, with 
a fine clubhouse and grounds on the banks 
of the River Plate. 

The Princes drove from the British 
Embassy to the races, accompanied by 
President Uriburu, in open cars, escorted 
by the Presidential Guard. It was the 
first time that the citizens had been given 
the opportunity of seeing the Royal 
visitors in an open procession, and they 
showed their delight at the innovation by 
turning out in thousands, and giving 
them an ovation all along the beautiful 
Avendia Alvear, the most famous of the 
boulevards of Buenos Ayres. On arrival 
at the Hippodrome the procession drove 
down the course amid tumultuous scenes, 
thousands packing the stands and enclo- 
sures, and rising to clap, cheer and wave 
in a frenzy of, enthusiasm.

IN DUBLIN, 


Weather of exceptional severity was ex- 
perienced in Dublin and the surrounding 
districts during the week-end. Strong 
north-easterly winds were accompanied by 
intermittent snow showers. 

Late on Saturday eveni#g a severe 
groui.d frost set in, which tendered the 
roads and pathways in tle city area 
dangerous to pedestrians and vehicles. 
The strength of the wind has since died 
down, and dry weather is in prospect with 
general low temperature. 

The cause of the present spell of hard 
weather is attributed to the presence of a 
large area of high atmospheric pressure 
over Scandinavia, Central Europe and the 
North sea. In the opposite direction a 
considerable atmospheric depression has 
been held in check. These two circum- 
stances were the direct cause of the heavy 
rainfalls in the South of Ireland on Friday 
last and the easterly gales and snow 
showers experienced in Dublin on Satur- 
day afternoon. 


COLLISIONS IN A 
BLIZZARD, 


STEAMER SUNK OFF 
THE HUMBER. 


CAPTAIN AND CREW 
RESCUED. 


-“ 


HE steamship ‘lern, of London, was 
a sunk, as the result of a cllision with the 

steamer City. of Malines, of Yarmouth, 
during a blizzard below the Bull Lighthouse, 
off the mouth of the Humber, on Saturday 
night. Both vessels were eastward bound— 
the Tern for London, and the City of Malines 
for Yarmouth, 

An eye-witness stated that immediately 
after the collision the lérn began to take in 
water, and all the crew, except the captain 
and the second mate, were taken off by the 
new pilot cutter, J. H. Fisher. Two tugs 
went to the assistance of the damaged ship, 
and the Spurn lifeboat was launched, and 
stood by the Tern, which, however, gradually 
settled down, and sank at 2.30 yesterday 
morning. ‘lhe master and second mate got 
safely away. 

The City of Malines put back into the 
river. 

THE MASTER’S ACCOUNT. 

The master of the Tern was landed at 
Grimsby and travelled to Hull to catch a 
train for London. He stated that the crew 
were up to their waists in water when they 
were taken off the ship hy the pilot cutter. 
Heavy seas were running, and three-quarters 
of an hour elapsed after sending up the 
rockets, before the pilot cutter could arrive 
and render assistance. 

Extensive damage had been sustamed by the 
Tern abaft amidships, which made it impos- 
sible to save her.

Afterwards the crew of the Tern were 
transferred to another pilot cutter which 
took them to Hull. 

The Tern was an iron screw vessel of 
927 tons gross, built at Dundee in 1875, and 
owned by tha General Steam Navigation 
Company, Ltd. 

The City of Malines, a steamer of 373 tons 
gross, belongs to the Great Yarmouth 
hipping Company, Ltd. 

‘ANOTHER COLLISION. 

Another collision took place between the 
steamer Professor Buys, of Rotterdam, and 
the steamer Loriga, of Glasgow.

SAVAGE MURDERS 
IN CAYENNE.

From REUTER $ CORRESPONDENT, 
NANTES, Sunday. 

A sensational and blood-curdling tale of 
murder, committed in the heat of political 
passions, in French Guiana, will be unfolded 
in the course of a trial which opens here 
to-morrow. One man is charged with murder, 
nine with complicity, three men and a woman 
with looting and one man with assault. 

On August 6th, 1928, Cayenne was in the 
throes «f an electoral campaign, and one of 
the chief figures was M. Calmot, a strange 
figure, formerly a deputy, afterwards adven- 
turer, pioneer, rich planter, and the idol of 
more than half the motley population of 
Guiana, on account of his personal magnet- 
ism. ' 

M. Calmot suddenly died, and his 
supporters at once declared that there had 
been foul play. ‘There was talk of arsenical 
poisoning at the hands, of course, of his 
political opponents. Nine of his supporters 
‘saw red,” and immediately scoured the 
town, armed with clubs and axes, in search 
of the ‘‘ assassins.” 

Scared by the hunt, a member of the 
Council-General tried to escape by jumping 
from his window, but he was caught and 
bludgeoned to death, 

The caretaker of the cemetery met with 
the same fate, and Dr. Jean, Calmot's 
physician, who was suspected of having 
administered the fatal dose of arsenic, asked 
for an escort of armed infantry, and pro- 
ceeded to prison, where he. hoped to find 
safety. 


RIDDLED WITH BULLETS, 

On the way the crowd attacked the escort, 
who were outnumbered, and Dr. Jean was 
wounded, but the guard managed to keep 
together, and conveyed the doctor to the 
prison. The infuriated crowd, however, 
stormed the building, seized the doctor, and 
riddled him with bullets. 

A Government official, who had also taken 
refuge in the jail, was dragged out, clubbed, 
flung down a flight of steps, and dragged 
along the street until he died. 

These were some of the outstanding 
incidents of the wild days of August 6th, 
7th and 8th. Thirty-three arrests were. made, 
but the subsequent judicial inquiry led to the 
liberation of nineteen prisoners, includin 
Adrienne Cervis, Calmot’s servant. Medica 
evidence proved conclusively that Calmot had 
not been poisoned, but that he had died of 
gastro-enteritis.

the Debt will be appreciably less in the 


new Budget than in last year's, because of 
the cheaper money rates that have recently 
established themselves. There may be a 
saving on last Budget’s figures of as much 
as £10,000,000 under this head, but it 
must be remembered that Mr. Snowden 
is under a statutory obligation to increase 
the Sinking Fund by £5,000,000 in the 
coming Budget. 


TOTAL EXPENDITURE. 


The probability is that the Budget ex- 


penditure total (that is, “ ordinary “” ex- 
penditure, plus Sinking Fund) will be 
about £803,000,000, compared’ with 


£787.000,000 in the last Budget, a net 


increase of £16,000,000. With a shrinking 
revenue and the coming into income tax 
assessment of a severely depressed trading 
year, the situation is an exceedingly 
dificult one for the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. 


FEBRUARY'S DEFICIT. 


SIXTY-FIVE MILLIONS. 


It is now thought, savs the Press Asso- 
ciation Lobby Correspondent, 
deficit which the national accounts are ex- 
pected to show at the close of the current 
financial year—on March 31—will be 
appreciably less than was at one time 
feared. 

February proved to be a good month for 
the Treasury, revenue exceeding expendi- 
ture by the huge amount of £72,500,000. 

The effect of this has been to reduce the 
current deficit from over £137,000,000 at 
the end of January to a little under 
£65.000,000 at the end of February. 

Revenue brought in £16,250,000 more 
last month than in February of last vear, 
while the month’s expenditure was only 
£3,250,000 more than in the correspond- 
ing period of last year. 

LESS THAN LAST YEAR’S FIGURE. 

At present the current deficit of 
£55,000,000 is £7,500,000 less than the 
eurrent deficit at this time last year. This 
is a hopeful factor in the accounts, be- 
cause the realised deficit at the close of 
the last financial year was £14,500,000, 
and Mr. Snowden will have cause for satis- 
faction if March 31 next does not con- 
front him with a much greater deficiency. 

Four and a half weeks’ revenue has yet 
to be brought into the accounts, and much 
depends on the March yield of income tax. 

If the March account of revenue and 
expenditure provides as favourable a com- 
parison as the February account has 
shown, the out-turn of the financial year 
will not be anything like so depressing as 
had been predicted. 


AGRICULTURE AND 
ELECTRICITY. 


In a leading article on Agriculture and 
Electricity, after referring to the failure of 
farmers in Great Britain to appreciate the 
advantages of electricity, the Financial Times 
says :—In the Irish Free State, where the 
Shannon scheme has been regarded from the 
first as a great national undertaking, in 
which every section of the population has felt 
a pride. there has been a notable absence of 
opposition to the revolutionary influence it is 
having on the domestic life of so conservative 
a shell-back as the peasant. The British 
farmer has exhibited collectively no such in- 
terest in the spreading of the electrical 
system over Great Britain. The willing spirit 
can always find ways of getting round 
obstacles, just as the unwilling one 
asseverates them to be insurmountable. For- 
tunately, the British farmer is a composite 
creature. He may be capable of being 
electrified piecemeal, if not as an industrial 
whole. But we are all of the opinion that 
he wants waking up.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The summary of recommendations is as 

follows :— eS 

The agreements of 1922 remain in force 

except in respect to the following 
clauses :—

THE COST OF LIVING.

Stability is necessary to enable 
contractors to estimate with reasonable 
certainty as to wage conditions. The 
maintenance of a fixed rate relating to 
the official cost of living index figures 
brings an automatic i..crease in real wages 
to the extent of approximately 2d. per 
hour before the expiration of the agree- 
ment, on the assumption that the cost of 
living figure will continue to fall. 

REDUCED WAGES. 

With regard to the suggested reduction 
in wages, it is added that at the time of 
the 1922 agreement the cost of living 
figure was 189. This is now 166, a drop 
of 23 points, equal to 2.6d. per hour. 
A reduction not exceeding 2.6d. would, 
therefore, maintain the standard of living. 

““In view of the general depression of 
trade and agriculture in this country and 
in all countries, and of the generally un- 
satisfactory trade outlook, it would appear 
to be an unsuitable time for increasing 
the standard of living under pressure of a 
prolonged strike.

The Times to-day says:—It is a 
paradox of Geneva, where the rule is open 
negotiation and _ publicity, that this 
country is continually on the verge of 
being committed there to obligations ol 
which the public has no clear knowledge”, 
and it is, therefore, all to the good that 
the Government are giving to-day for a 
debate in the House on the General Act 
to which it is the intention of the preset 
British Government to accede in the 
course of the year. That accession shoul-l 
not be sanctioned without full realisation 
by Parliamentary and public opinion of 
the issues involved. 

The General Act compels its signatories 
to submit every international 
which the ordinary diplomatic machinery 
has not solved, to arbitration, and hinds 
them beforehand to ultimate acceptance 
of the arbitral award. It is an advance 
upon the optional clause of the League 
Statute—which the present Government 
signed with reservations in 1929— 
inasmuch as that clause binds its signa- 
tories to the peaceful settlement only t 
justiciable disputes, whereas the General 
Act covers al] international disputes of 
any character whatsoever. 

The commitment follows logically upon 
the obligations contained im the Covenant 
in the Pact of Paris and in the League 
Statute, but it is graver than any of them. 
The General Act is more comprehensive 
than the Optional Cleuse, more precise 
and specific than the Pact of Paris, and 
more rigid than the Covenant. 

The precise meaning of the General Act 
can be variously interpreted, and its value 
could only finally be tested by experience. 
If, however, its effect is to preclude the 
use of force altogether and in ‘ny cir- 
cumstances, accession would be premature. 
If the effect is merely to duplicate exist- 
ing arbitral arrangements, accession would 
be useless. If, as Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain considers, the effect will be to 
diminish the authority of the Council, 
accession would be positively harmful.

FIRE ON DUBLIN 


HILLS. 


EIGHT MILES IN 
EXTENT. 


NE of the most extensive hill fires 

that have occurred in County Dubha 

for some rears broke out on the Dublin 
hills yesterday evening. 

Starting in the heather and gorse at 
Glencullen at about four o'clock, and 
fanned by a steady south-eastern breeze, 
the fire spread rapidly, and at four 
o'clock this morning it had spread @ 
distance of about eight miles. 

The district is one of the wildest in the 
Dublin hills and has always been a great 
attraction to tourists and excursionists in 
the summer-time. Until the heather and 
shrubs have fully grown again, in aboat 
five vears’ time, it will have little appeal 
to the tourist. as for miles around the 


| ground has been greatly disfigured. 


Large stretches of the area on which the 
fre occurred is owned by Colonel 
Guinness. A large flock of sheep were on 
the hills when the fire broke out, and 
shepherds rushed ort and brought them 
to safety. . 

It was not until it was beginning to get 
dark that the people of Dublin City 
noticed the fire. As the darkness inereased 
a great red glow lit up the south-western 
sky. The spectacle was very impressive 
and resembled a blazing sunset. The 
reflection in the sky could be seen from 
many parts of County Dublin, even as far 
as Baldoyle, which is over twenty miles 
away. A large number of sightseers 
visited the scene, and at midnight there 
were a number of people watching the fire 
from motor cars on the road. 

There is great danger that the village 
of Glencree may be affected by the fire, as 
it is heading for that direction. 
Forest, only about one hundred yards 
away, is not regarded as being in danger, 
as a large stream runs between it and the 
burning heather. 

Nothing can be done to put the fire out 
or prevent it from spreading, as there are 
no facilities. The Dublin Fire Brigade 
was not called out, but a number of police . 
from the Rathfarnham and Dundrum . 
stations visited the scene. ' 

Ten vears ago a fire of this nature” 
occurred in the area, and it burned for twe ~ 
weeks. Owing to the dryness of the ground . 
the present outbreak may burn for days.

THOUSANDS OF PEOPLE 
~ HOMELESS.

PORT LOUIS, MAURITIUS, 
“RE. Sunday. 
ESTRUCTION, sudden, widespread 
and almost complete, has visited a 
large portion of the island. A gale, which 
rose on Thursday afternoon, rapidly in- 
creased in violence, until nothing could 
withstand it: houses, trees and the cane 
plantations were razed. 
So far as is known only ten lives have 
been lost, but thousands of persons have 


| been. made homeless, their ramshackle 


simply disintegrating before the 
angry blast. Even the larger houses and 
suyar . factories suffered, walls and 
chimneys being blown down. 


THE GALE’S RETURN. 


After a day’s respite the hurricane re- 
turned with terrifying force yesterday. 
Palms were uprooted and blown long 
distances, while large numbers of tele- 
graph poles snapped and are now by the 
AE thá festooned with. tangled wire. 
Telephonic and telegraphic communication 
was interrupted between all parts of the 
island, and it will be some time before the 
service can be restored. The saine applies 
to the railway service, as the line is 
blocked by débris. 

The gale on Thursday night reached over 
Seventy miles per hour, and was accom- 
panied by a torrential downpour. To add 
to the general alarm and discomfort the 
electric light service failed, and Port Louis 
was plunged in darkness.

Steamers in the harbour were severely 
buffeted by the waves and wind, and two 
dragged their anchors and grounded, but, 
fortunately, they were not seriously 
damaged.

Saturpay—The Custonfs House at Newry 
will be kept open until 10.30 p.m., to enable 
members to get their triptyques discharged, if 
necessary, and the frontier posis at Killeen 
and Carrickarnon will be open until 14. p.m. 

In the case of motorists who are not in 
possession of triptyques, but have Form C. 
and E.111 in respect of a British car,, it will 
not be necessary on the return journey to 
call at the Customs House, Newry. but. only 
at the two frontier posts (Killeen and 
Carrickarnon) at any time up to 11 p.m. 

SUNDAY—The Customs Examination Station 
at Newry will remain open from 4 p.m. to 
7 p-m., and this need only concern motorists 
who wish to discharge triptyques. 

Motorists returning from Northern Ireland, 
and in possession of Form C. and E.11i, in 
respect of British cars, need not call at 
Newry Customs House, but only at the 
frontier posts, provided they do so not later 
than 9 p.m. 

Motorists who are already in posession of 
the necessary. Customs papers, which have 
already been stamped on first importation 
need not call at the Customs House, Newry, 
on the journey going North. 


VICAR WHO BECAME 
SPIRITUALIST.

DEATH OF THE REV. G. 


VALE OWEN, 


The Rev. G.. Vale Owen, the well-known 
$iritualist; died at his home at Farnborough, 
Kent, vesterday, aged 61. He had been ill 
sfor some time. 

The Rey. G. Vale Owen was one of the 
first clergymen of the Church of England to 
embracé spiritualism. His conversion created 
a sensation in eeclesiastical circles and earned 
for him corsiderable criticism. At the time 
he was Vicar of Orford, near Warrington, 
A member of his Bible class asked his opinion 
on the subject, and Mr. Owen, althorvch 
completely sceptical, decided that it was his 
duty to investigate it, He visited London, 
and one night attended a séance, at which 
he said he received a message from his 
mother His interest in spiritualism dated 
from that night. His convictions deepened 
with further experiences, and eventually he 
resigned his living and devoted his time to 
propaganda for spiritualism. He wrote a 
number of books on the subject. 

Mr. Owen was born in 1869, at Ladywood, 
Birmingham, where his father had a chemist’s 
shop. The family moved to Handsworth 
when the son was three. At the age of fifteen 
he became an office boy in the old Soho 
foundry of James Watts and Co., at Smeth- 
wick, the firm founded by the creat Watts. 
After a time he left the foundry and went 
into an office in Birmingham, where he stayed 
for three vears. It was while he was there 
that he decided to go into the ministry. 
He knew neither theolory§ nor Greek. 
His knowledge of Latin was corfined to 
what he had learnt in his father’s shon, but 
he was determined to enter the Church. He 
entered the Birmincham Midland Institute, 
and began to learr. Latin and Greek at night. 
Then he put a project to his father that he 
should go to Queen’s College, Birmingham, 
which had a theological faculty, for: four 


mornings. a week, and devete the other two 
mornings and all afternoons and evenings as 
his assistant in the shop. i 

r, Owen was ordained at the age of 23, 
and went into the Liverpool diocese. After 
hie} first curacy at Seaforth he was trans- 
f to St. M&tthew’s Church, Fairfield, 
and later to Scotland road, Liverpool. He 
was there for three years, until he accepted 


a curacy at Orford in 1900. He staved there 

nntil 1922. and during that time he built the 

Chutch of All Hallows, and became its vicar.

Holding of 
F airs' on 
Streets. 


CAUSE OF TRAFFIC 
OBSGCRUCTION. 


By Our Speciat CORRESPONDENT. 


MATTER that has been the subject of 
A considerable comment within the Jast 

couple of years is ‘the holding of fairs 
and markets on the streets of provincial 
towns. This ) gree: is the cause of traflic 
cangestion and obstruction, and is injurious 
to tourist traffic development. In addition, 
it is unhealthy and unsanitary, and has been 
universally condemned. 

Now, with the coming of summer and the 
advent of the tourist season, it is essential 
that something should be done to deal 
effectively with that problem. Legislation 
is necessary to deal fully with it, and such 
legislation should be carried without delay, 
The whole thing is only another of the many 
traffic. problems that confront the traffic 
department of the Civic Guard—for the 
traffic problem of Dublin is not, as some 
people imagine, the only trouble to that 
authority. 

The Guards have been particularly active 


problem presented by the obstruction cf 
traffic. In this regard they are also viewing 
it from the point of view of the summer 
tourist traffic. Unfortunately, they are beset 
with many difficulties, not the least of which 
is the fact that the right to hold fairs on 
the streets. in many places exists in conse- 
quence of a charter, statute or custom, For 
this reason legislation is necessary. 

Again, in many places where fairs are held 
on the streets, fair greens and market places 
are available, but tha tendency, which has 
leen allowed to develop unchecked, is to 
use the streets for the sale of cattle and 
live-stock. 

In the old days, before the invention of 
the motor car, when the highways were used 
arly by horses and horse-drawn vehicles, 
there was no objection to these practices, if 
we except the objection from a public health 
point of view, which, as one can readily 
understand, was not even considered then. 
Now, however, the old order has changed, 
and with the intensity of motor traffic of all 
descriptions on every highway and by-way 
through the length and breadth of the land, 
they constitute a public nuisance that can 
cniy be avoided by their complete abolition. 

This purpose has met with determine 
c}position from the traders of the provincial 
tuwns and villages where fairs and markets 
ava held in the streets, and local bodies 
are dilatory in taking action. In most cases, 
through the influence of vested interests, they 
refuse to assist the authorities in the elimina- 
ba of the evil by passing the necessary by- 
iws. 

li is a very easy matter to pebville 
adequate accommodation for the holding of 
jairs and markets, where such does not 
already exist, so that the streets and roads 
would be left frée for traffic. 

We understand that some attempt may be 
made to deal with this matter in the new 
‘lraffic Bill, which it is expected will be 
introduced into the Dail during the present 
s¢ssion. 


CHURCH UNION IN 
SOUTH INDIA. 


A GREAT MOVEMENT.

The Rev. Henry Gulliford, who has been a 
Wesleyan Church Missionary for forty-five 
vears in India, spoke of the great movement 
for Church union in South India, at the 
Morning Service in Abbey Presbyterian 
Church, Rutland square, Dublin, yesterday. 

Mr. Gulliford said that the history of 
missionary work in South India began in 
the seventeenth wee 6 or almost one 
hunred years before William Carey went to 
the East. I$ was a King of Denmark who 
first conceived the idea of missionary work in 
South India. Unable to find volunteers in his 
own country he turned to Germany, where 
he found two men willing to go to India as 
his missionaries to proclaim the Gospel of 
Jesus Christ. These men sucessfully estab- 
lished a mission, and further mussionaries 
were sent out. Some went out by way ci 
Britain, and the interest of King George :. 
was such that he received them. Many 
Christian people in Britain gave them gifts to 
help them in their work. Thus three nations 
were at the launching of the missionary 
movement. Then came the great missionary 
revival in this country, and several Churches 
formed missionary societies, and sent men to 
the foreign mission field. Among these were 
the Society for the Propagation of the Gospel 
in Foreign Parts, the Baptist Missionary 
Society, and the’ Wesleyan Missionary Society. 
The field was so extensive that the various 
societies decided to divide the land between 
them. The division was simply geographical, 
each Society proclaiming in its own way the 
message of the Gospel. 

The idea of a Union of the Churches in 
South India was first mooted at the close of 
the Great War. The Churches had been 
federated for many years, and there had been 
from time to time great conferences of minis- 
ters and laymen, but it was felt that federa- 
tion was not sufficient. A conference of re- 
presentatives of the various churches was 
held, and a broad plan, on which union could 
be reached, was drawn up, and sent to the 
various Church bodies, the Anglican Mission, 
the United Church of South India, and the 


Wesleyan Church. At regular intervals 
about fifteen delegates from each missionary 
society, representing the home missionaries, 
Indian ministers and laymen, have met to 
discuss the plans for union. These plans 
were, he might say, nearing completion. The 
main point was comprehensiveness, so as to 
embrace the usages of various bodies; the 
second was constitutional, and the third was 
liberty. The government of the Church 
would be by means of a representative body 
by ministers, elders or deacons, with either 
a Moderator or Bishop to preside. The 
Bishop would not be autocratic, but would 
have his work defined, and written rules 
would be laid down. In the United Church 
there would be complete freedom of worship. 
The Joint Committee’s work was not yet 
complete; it was meeting again, and it re- 
quired the sympathy and prayers of God's 
people throughout the world.

FOREWORD.

Other articles of absorbing interest will be 
found, such as that by Dr. F. Hackett in the 
scientific activities of the Society, Mr. J. V.

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YOUTH, AND THE 
CHURCH. 


LESSONS OF LAMBETH 
CONFERENCE. 


The third of the series of special sermons 
in connection with the Church cf Ireland 
Home Mission Society, on subjects dealt with 
in the Lambeth Conference Report, 1930, was 
preached in Christ Church Cathedral, Dublin. 
yesterday afternoon by the Rev. Denton C. 
Green, Rector of Killiney, who dealt with 
‘Youth and the Church.” 

The message of the Lambeth Conference of 
Bishops on the subject of youth was, he said, 
a clear, definite and urgent call to the Church. 
The committee of bishops which dealt with 
this subject included the Bishops of Ossory 
and of Kilmore, and their report cpened with 
the words: “We desire, at the outset. to 
protest emphatically against the contention 
that the youth of to-day are less moral than 
the youth of previous generations. We see 
signs of their interest in good causes, their 
passionate desire for social justice, often 
shown in acts of sacrifice. There are also 
signs of a great intellectual stirring among 
them.” Their report concluded with the as. 
surance that the task had bred in the bishops 
a new hope in those who soon will be carrying 
on the torch. “The best of the younger 
generation are not seeking a religion that is 
watered down or robbed of the :everity of its 
demands, but a religion that will give them 
a sure basis, and a power to persevere in 
reaching out after the ideal which, in their 
heart of hearts. thev recognise as the finect.”’ 

Uhe bishops’ call to the Church was to 
study the outlook of youth, and they praised 
the great movements of the Scouts and 
similar organisations, and the Students’ 
Christian Movement. Much might be learned 
from the enthusiasm and fellowship of these 
movements, in which leaders and pupils were 
comrades engaged in the same quest, and 
where the methods fostered initiative and 
sell-preparation. The bishops urged upon 
leaders of youth the paramount duty of 
training: in teaching, so as to impart the 
faith more effectively by every kind of educa- 
tional resource. The committee would recall 
the Church to the method which Christ 
Himself acopted of selecting and training a 
nucleus of leaders to be missionaries to 
others. The training of the clergy in the 
art and technique of teaching was an urgent 
need. and all Jeaders should have instruction 
in the principles and methods by which 
knowledge was imparted to others. 

_ Why has this need been so little recog- 
nised? he asked. Why is improvement in 
religious training so slow? Is it because it 
is seen to entail labour? Youth, he said, 
would not make this excuse. Efforts were 
being made to train leaders by study ‘and by 
conferences. This cause of the Kingdom of

LAY CO-OPERATION. — 

At the present day lay co-operation was 
needed more than ever, on account of the 
shortage, or rather the insufficient numbers of 
priests. There was special need for | 
activity in our times. The Christian religion 
was attacked or ignored all along the line, 
in everything, root and branch; in the home, 
in parliaments, in the workshops, in 
hospitals, in amusements — in everything. 
Many influences went to fom the 
Catholic conscience ; the laity had 
their own contribution to; make towards it, 
and the Church welcomed, solicited and urged 
their active co-operation. If the laity failed, 
the Catholic faith weakened as an effective 
force. a 
The world thought it had dissuaded laymen 
from. carrying ont their responsibilities; it 
theught the declaration of the infallibility 
would second its efforts by proving how 
proud, how overbearing the governing class 
was in the Church. But by the mercy of God 
the Church. which they thought dead or 
dying, bad risen again, and with great vigour 
was using men of the world against the world 
in defence of the supernatural. That, in 
hrief, was the broad meaning of Catholic 
action. 

SUBJECT TO THE HIERARCHY. 

The personnel of Catholic action was to be 
drawn exclusively from the ranks of the laity. 
They remained laymen, and did not receive 
taken in unison with, and under the direction 
even minor orders. Catholic action must be under- 
of the bishops. Catholic action could not 
adopt methods for furthering the Kingdom 
of God other than those which the Hierarchy 
might employ or approve. It must abstain 
entirely from constitutional or party politics. 
The Hierarchy was the formative element in 
Catholic action. Union with it, respectful 
and sincere submission to its authority and 
rulings, gave to Catholic action the specific 
excellence which made it what it was, and 


| distinguished it from every other corporate 


activity in which Catholic laymén might 
engage. In Ireland Catholic action was not 
as vigorous, perhaps, as in other countries. 
They would have to take the matter more 
seriously if! they wished to bring themselves 
into line with the general policy of the 
Church.

Rorn and reared within the shadow of 
Theatre Royal, it was not surprising to find 
Mr. Mulligan taking a keen interest in 
matters and people in the profession. In 
the dear old days he was interested not alone 
in the affairs of the old Theatre Royal, but 
of the Leinster Hall, and had many a story 
fé tell of those old times. When the present 
Theatre Roval was opened he was one of the 
most active mn ita development. A_share- 
holder, ne was heart and soul taken up with 
the new theatre, and not a day passed that 
dí] not see him at the theatre offering such 
assistance as he could. He had met and was 
on terms of friendship with Sir Henry Irving, 
Beerbohm Tree, Fred Terry, Julia Neilson, 
Filen Terrv, Sir R. Forbes Robertson and 
the other famous figures who in those early 
days were warm favourites in Dublin. In 
late years Mr. Muiligan made hosts of friends 
amongst the artists who visited the Hippo- 
drome, and his death will be read with regret 
by a great circle of theatre folk in England,

Apart from his interest in the Theatre’ 


Royal Mr. Mulligan’s only other hobby was 
pony-trottiug. and away back towards the 
close of the last and the beginning of the 
present century, when ‘trotting’ was the 
great sport, he was the owner of a number 
of fast trotting horses, with which he gained 
a number of prizes, not alone in this country, 
but also in England. Old-timers will remem- 
ber his driving at Jones’s road and other 
tracks. 

He was never in any way prominently 
associated with polities, though, like so many 
of his business colleagues in the city, he 
was a supporter of. Parnell and his party. 
in addition to being interested in the 
Theatre Royal, he was a large shareholder in 
the Hibernian Bank. 

He was a Dublin man, whose family could 
boast of an unbroken record in their present 
business house, dating back to the middle of 
the eighteenth century; for over 150 years 
there has been a Mulligan’s in Poolbeg street, 
but the name may now disappear—the 
passing of another old Dublin landmark—as 
Mr. Mulligan, whose wife predeceased him 
by eight or nine years, had only one child, 
a daughter, who is herself a widow.

A hundred years ago St. Thomas Aquinas 
was never spoken of outside the Catholic 
Church ‘save in terms of derision. To-day 
there was no Saint in the calendar around 
whose head there hovered such a halo of 
oga as that, which encircled the brow 
of the great Dominican. [In all circles of 
culture, Catholic and non-Catholic alike, he 
was regarded with honour. 

So said the Very Rev. Pins Cleary, 0.P., 
Ph.D., of the Priory, St. Mary’s, Tallaght, 
in the course of a sermon last Saturday, the 
Feast of St. Thomas Aguinas, in St 
Saviour’s Church, Dominick street, Dublin. 
A Jewish professor in Vienna, he said, had 
described St. Thomas’s interpretation of the 
work of Aristotle as exceeding in p-netration 
and in accuracy the interpretation put upon 
these works by other philosophers who were 
regarded as the official interpreters. The re- 
discovery of the great Dominican’s qualities 
in this twentieth century might be claimed 
as one of the greatest intellectual tributes to 
the cult of St. Thomas in this age of 
progress. 

To get a correct understanding of this 
intellectual giant they must try to interpret 
his life with the eye of faith at the foot of 
the crucifix, where he studied and prayed. 
Pupils of all Catholic universities, colleges 
to schools should regard him as their 
patron and protector. He would lead them 
to know the truth, and what was more than 
ever necessary now, to reduce the principles 
of truth into practice, when the Truths of 
Christ were ignored, forgott#n and despised. 
God was ignored in society, and was regarded 
as a sort of joke in theatres and the like. 
Truth was a thing which the citizens of to- 
morrow should be ready to defend at all 
costs. 
_ Solemn High Mass was celebrated by the 
Rev. Peter McWilliam, O.P. Deacon, Rev.

One telephone operator sitting before a 
switchboard measuring only twenty inches 
by six inches talked to more than twenty 
European cities in less than a minute at a 
demonstration at the Overseas Trunk Ex- 
change in London yesterday. This tiny switch- 
hoard is the nerve centre of the International 
Trunk. Telephone Service. Through it al! 
the chief cities in Europe are connected with 
London and the rest of the country. 

The operator making yesterday's “light- 
ning tour ” first rang Paris. Immediately 
that he lifted a plug and placed it in the 
appropriate socket Paris answered on one of 
its twenty-eight lines to London. Next 
Brussels was called on one of the eight lines 
in use, and after a very few seconds the 
Belgian Exchange replied. 

Berlin, Vienna, Copenhagen, Madrid, Ant- 
werp, Prague and Geneva were called in 
turn, and without delay the operator sitting 
in London exchanged courtesies with opera- 
tors in these far-off cities. Other towns 
and cities talked in included Calais, Lille, 
Boulogne, Milan, Genoa, Marseilles, Rotter- 
dam and Zurich.

The fall of snow 
lightened, however, 
and an examination of 
the course showed 
that it was_possible 
to finish the a 
Some owners thought 
it advisab'e not to 
run their horses, and 
Mr. Arnott, who 
trains Mr, J.8. Shep- 
herd’s promising 
young  steeplechaser, 
Silver Greyhound, 
scught, and got, the 
Stewards’ permission ' 
to withdraw the horse from the Maiden 
Steeplechase. Mr. J. J. Parkinson had one 
of his old-time experiences when saddling the 
winners of the three hurdle races, including 
the maiden event with Mr. M. M‘Donogh’s 
K vleclare. 

It was a pity that such circumstances should 
have arisen, and so deprive us of thé oppor- 
tunity of seeing Mr. Shepherd's horse put to 
a stiff test, but that there was justification 
for Mr. Arnott’s precaution was shown in the 
race, during which some of the best jumpers 
in the field -came to grief. ‘There was 
sufficient snow on the ground to cause balling 
on the horses’ hoofs, and it was, perhaps, 
lucky that no serious consequences, arose from 
the carrying through of the full programme. 
Two of the best fancied of the runners, Sack 
and Punchestown, were amongst the casual- 
ties, but the latter's downfall was due to 
being brought down by Sack. It is doubtfal 
if either would have beaten the actual winner, 
Mr. M. N. Conway’s Montigny, who, virtually 
in the lead all the way, gave a splendid ex- 
hibition of jumping and won with the greatest 
ease. Mr. Conway is the secretary of the 
meeting, and has been an energetic worker in 
its interest. Montigny only won one flat race, 
but he is splendidly bred, and gives every 
promise of making a name for himself as a 
steeplechaser. Black Willow and Iridos, who 
hunted him home, are also five-year-olds of 
promise, but Atolus, who was one of the five 
runners to steer clear of mishap, never 
flattered in the race. 

BLACK MONDAY’'S NARROW WIN. 

Apart from the big evert, the racing was 
of an attractive kind throughout, and com- 
pensated visitors for the bitter experience 
the weather conditions subjected them to. 
Two of Mr. Parkinson’s winners were ridden 
by his apprentice C. O'Connor, who showed 
more coolness when battling out two close 
finishes. Little could be seen of the running 
in the Robertstoun Hurdle Race owing to the 
snow blizzard which was at its worst at the 
time, but it could be seen that Knocken- 
arrigan, Black Monday and Lista were close 
together jumping the last hurdle. Lista failed 
to keep the effort up, and the other two 
fought out a long-drawn-out duel,and it wasonly 
by the shortest of short heads that 0 Connor 
got Black Monday home in front. Mr. Parkin- 
son's second success was gained by Kvyle- 
clare, who won the Maiden Hurdle Race in 
easy style from Knight’s Battle, who once 
more flattered only to deceive. The winner 
is the property of Mr. Martin M‘Donogh, of 
valway, and this was his third win out of 
four races, but his first success in a hurdle 
race. Mr. J. Lenehan, who has come 
lately into prominence as an amateur rider, 
had not his riding ability tested to anv great 
extent, as Kyleclare actually scored a very 
easy win. 

The Maddenstown treble was completed hy 
River Thames winning the Selling Hurdle 
Race. As in the case of Black Monday’s 
win, it was one of Mr. Ashe’s horses who 
contested the finish, and, indeed, for a time 
it looked as if River Thamts could not shake 
off the challenge of Bib. Young T. Doyle 
did all he could to get his mount up, but 
Bib did not answer too gamely, and was 
beaten by a couple of lengths. On being 
submitted to auction River Thames did not 
fetch a bid. 

COLUMBUS MAKES AMENDS. 

Columbus made amends for many previous 
failures by giving a very generous display in 
the Osherstown Steeplechase, which he won in 
ready style. The favourite, Devil’s Bit, never 
seemed to relish the task in hand, and 
Polonius was well beaten when he fell at the 
second last fence. The steeplechaser, Prince 
of Iveagh, came to the aid of backers by 
winning the Halverstown Flat Race, but his 
rider, the Hon. H. G. Wellesley, caused some 
uneasiness to those who had supported the 
horse by riding a somewhat over-confident 
finish.

PARIS, Sunday. 

At the conclusion of its second meeting 
to-day, the officials of the French Rugby 
Federation voted the following motion 
unanimously :—‘‘ The Bureau of the French 
Rugby Federation met in plenary sitting on 
March 8th, 1931, in view of the extremely 
grave situation which the definite rupture 
of international relations would create for 
French Rugby, and decided to take all 
proper measures to assure the continuation 
of relations with the British Federation, and 
to realise the unity of French Rugby. 

The Bureau consequently approved a com- 
mittee to examine the best means of attain- 
ing this result and to suggest the necessary 
reforms. The committee will be composed 
as follows :—Messrs. Brennous, Bernstein, 
Brn, Detrenil, Elurere, Lannse, Muntz, 
Rassurel, Rigaut, and Rutherford. The 
Rureau’s decision comes as a sequel to the 
recent nltimatum delivered to the French 
Federation by the British Unions. to the 
effect that, unless the French authorities 
settle their domestic differences, no inter- 
national matches between France and any of 
the British countries will be played next 
season.

POOR GAME AT CHIRK.

Ireland, in her first international match of 
the season, lost her chance of retaining the 
Triple Crown by going down to Wales at 
Chirk on Saturday by 2 goals to 1. After 
the fine record of the team last year, when, 
in addition, a comfortable win was gained 
over Wales, it looks as if Irish hockey has 


the day Ireland were the better side. 
They attacked far more frequently than their 
opponents, were better together and showed 
amh stick-work. So superior were they 
at the start, indeed, that a London journalist, 
who was sitting beside me, predicted a 5-1 
win for Ireland. 

Making full allowance for the pluck and 
staying power of the Welshmen, it is not 
unfair to say that they had the conditions in 
their favour. The ground at Chirk, which 
is used for Association football, is hardly 
up to the level of a club ground in Dublin, 
and to make matters worse, heavy frost on 
Friday night made the surface as hard as 
iron, so that the ball jumped in the most 
alarming manner, while clearances by the 
backs frequently travelled to the other end. 
The game, consequently, was not up to inter- 
national standard, and stick-work and hall 
um were of less use than fast, bustling 
rushes. 


TYDD-CHAPMAN OFF FORM. 

Still, if Tydd-Chapman had been in even 
reasonable shooting form, I think we would 
have won comfortably. He had enough 
chances to put up three goals in the’ first 
quarter of an hour, and failed to take any 
of them. He was either too slow in shooting 
or else sliced his shots completely wide. So 
much having been expected of him, he was 
the biggest disappointment of the match, but 
the forward line, as a whole, was not happy. 
Cook, in his new place, was as useful as ever 
through the field, but in the circle could not 
find his sense of position, and. while he 
made a number of openings for Tydd-Chap- 
man, he seléom was able to take a shot 
himself.

A GOOD DEFENCE. 

The remainder of the team were quite satis- 
factory. The halves generally held the oppos- 
ing forwards well, and plied their own front 
line with passes. Ely was up to his usual 
standard, and McDonald was as steady as 
ever; and if Higgins oceasionally found J. 
Theophilus too agile for him, he did a lot of 
useful work. Dick was about the outstanding 
man on the side, and was able to make very 
strong clearances with neat push passes to his 
haives. O'Donoghue, too, was polished in his 
methods, his stopping being very certain. 
Greenfield had practically nothing to do, and 
no goalkeeper could have stopped the two 
Welsh goals. 

Wales chiefly owed their win to thejr 
superior speed and two or three really bril- 
liant individuals. The side is young, and on 
a day when the ball was travelling so fast 
their speed in defence was invaluable. They 
had two outstanding men, J. Archer, the 
right back, and J. Theophilus, the centre- 
half, Archer was the best player on the field. 
He rever made a mistake in stopping and 
clearing, and when Ireland were attacking at 
the start, he saved certain goals by his anti- 
cipation, and tackling in the circle.

Signs of retirning confidence which were 
noted a week ago have since become more 
numerous and impressive. (says The Sunday 
Imes). The financial world is becoming 
bolder and more ready to consider projects 
that offer a higher return than 1s obtainable 
from gilt-edged securit'es.

taken on the whole business in this centre 
rema.ns on the quiet side with few features 
of interest to note, although it is hoped that 
Lancashire will reap the benelit of a more 
settled condition of affairs in India.

Irish i“ English still 
form the bulk of spot supplies, although 
Dutch are now available. Prices of eggs are 
considerably cheaper than they were at this 
time last year, and by some holders prices are 
regarded as economically too low for the sea- 
son, Eggs like other commodities have fa!len 
considerably in monetary value, and present 
supplies appear to be more than sufficient to 


go round, 
LOWER EGG PRICES. 

There are good offermgs: of English 
eggs, which find a ready outlet on acc unt 
of their excellent quality. Continental eggs 
are also cheaper in comparison with last 
vear, the arrivals from different countries hav- 
ing shown expansion. In regard to general 
operations buyers are not much disposed to 
anticipate their requirements with ample sup- 
lies coming forward. The Nationa! Mark 
'gg Scheme seems to be making de-

THE REV. JOHN KEANE’S 
APPEAL.

The Rev. John Keane, 8.J., at St. Francis 
Xavier's Church, Dublin, yesterday, preached 
the annual charity sermon in aid of st. 
Vincent de Paul Male Orphanage, Glasnevin. 

When they looked out upon the world, he 
said, they were confronted with the problem 
of the unequal lot on this earth of the chil- 
dren of men. They had extremes of wealth 
and of poverty. The problem of healing 
these inequalities had, in every age, occupied 
the attention of statesmen, philanthropists 
and social workers, who had dreamed of the 
possibility of equality being established 
amongst men. Men were brothers, and men 
were equal, and therefore men should have 
an equal share in the goods and riches of 
this world, and an equal chance of happiness 
in this life.| That was the dream; but such 
equality would never be realised on earth. 

He was asking their help for a great 
charity—the’ Orphanage at Glasnevin, of St. 
Vincent de Paul, which rescued little waifs 
and strays of humanity, and fed both their 
souls and bodies. At the Orphanage there 
was accommodation for 155 boys It was a 
pity to have to say that at present there 
were only 134 boys in the Orphanage; yet if 
the means were forthcoming 20 to 25 more 
orphans could be rescued and saved for God 
and for Ireland.

THE ORGAN AS A MEANS OF 
MUSICAL EXPRESSION. 


“Dublin is probably one of few capital 
cities in the civilised world not possessing a 
concert hall and adequate organ to enable 
the organ virtuoso to take his place along 
with other solo’ instrumentalists,’ said Mr. 
. ©. J. Swanton, Fellow of the Royal 
College of Organists, in the course of a 
lecture to the Leinster Society of Organists 
on Saturday Jast. The subject of the lecture 
was, ‘The Organ as a Medium of Musical 
Expression.”” Mr. V. Barry was in the 
chair. 

Mr. Swanton described the various ways 
in which the organ fulfils its title, “ The 
king of instruments,” pointing out that it 
som sustain sounds for unlimited periods, 
and that it could add a depth and fulness to 
the bass which an orchestra never could 
achieve. Its majesty, he said, was equaled 
by no other instrument, nor could any other 
instrument fill the mighty dome of St. Eaul’s 
Sir Arthur Onilter Conch ascribed Milton’s
